Dresden la called the "Florence of the 


North," and it is a great place for art and, 
kmericanB, just as the other Florence is. 
At first I thought our fellow citizens came; 
here for the love of art, and I bagan to flatter, 
myself that before the very far distant future' 
we would have in our own land of the free 
ind borne of the buffalo a Boeto-Dreedenic, a| 
h-esdo-Chicogolc and other schools of art,, 
mt I nnd that the inciting cause of Dresden's' 
selection as a place of residence is the re- 
markable cheapness of living and the small' 
social demands made upon the pocket books 


f residents, and I am disappointed In my 
art hopes, although possibly the art of cheap, 
iving would be quite as valuable for adop-' 
;ion or cultivation in the United States as the 


material one that grows on canvas 


rises out of marble 
This thing of1 


American cheap living in Europe is increas- 
ng every year, and I imagine that the 
ime will come when the immigration of 
x>or Europeans to the United States will be 
ffset by the emigration of semi-wealthy 
Americans, who, having acquired a certain 
mount of fortune whero money is plenty1 
nd prices higb, will go to a country where, 
money is scarce and prices low A congress- 
man, for instance, with bis salary of $5,000 a 
ear, could put on quite as much style in 
Jresden as three congressmen could in Wasb- 
ngton. 


Evei since we have come into these Ger- 


man countries we have been impressed with 


He politeness of the people, and down in 
lunich, where we met it first in its intensity, 
really thought I'd have a spasm Unless some- 


body were rude to somebody else On the 
cars men tipped their hats and spoke to the 
ntire compartment coming in aqd going 
ut. On the loads in the suburbs of towns 
men and women saluted each other and all 
trangere, in parks the same code of recog- 
ition was adopted, but the funniest was to 


see the Munich men's effusiveness among ac- 


uaintnnces I have seen men turn around, 


'. perchance they had parsed without speak- 
ng, and, taking off their hate, make such a 
weeping bow as would occupy the entire 
avement It was done in good faith, too, 
attiibuteditallto the famous beer of Mu- 
lch, which, I am free to confess, is suffl- 
jently nmbiosial in its qualities to make a 
man polite to a. hitching post 
The women 


re quite as polite, too, as the men, which u 
saying a good deal, for women are not so, 
usually, particularly to each other, and I 


ave frequently had women speak to me 


when it would have been quite as good form 
not to have done so. There's a deal of inhu- 
manity about good form, anyway, and that 
to Germans disregard it is much more in 
heir favor than if they hedged a person in 
with the proprieties and let her starve for 
ack of the milk of human kindness 


Of course, the finest picture u the Dresden 


gallery is the Sistine Madonna by Raphael, 
and the Dresdeners take core of it just as a 
woman takes care of a handsome set of 
diamonds It occupies a room alone, and 
IOB about it a frame of special design. When 
went into its presence a dozen or more 


people were there before it and not a one 
spoke above a whispei. I believe the etiquette 
of galleries permits conrarsotion m the ordin- 
ary tones, but somehow before this radiant 
mother, standing out from the canvas 84 
rom the clouds, with the Christ Child in ber 
Arms, one feels that silence best expresses 
bought. 
I met a couple of Americana the day I 
cached Dresden, and they bad been in town 
wenty four hours.

"That I can not say. Captain Barr may 


lave been looking for a better wind or a 
swifter ebb current." 


Mr. Bell then stepped aboard the cut- 


ter's gig which was to convey him to the 
Scotch steam yaoht Mohican lying near. 
Mr. Bell shook hands earnestly with Cap- 
tain Barr before leaving, and as the gig 
pulled away he shouted: 


"By the way, I wish you would say to 


Mr. Paine through the press that I regrat 
very much that we were unable to give 
him a good old rousing British cheer be- 
fore we dropped anchor. The explana- 
tion or excuse I can offer is that were too 
far astern. 


Captain Ban substantiated of Mr. Bell's 


statements, but seemed to share the con- 
viction of the crew that something was 
wrong with the Thistle's bottom. 


"I do not know what it is," he said; 


"but I am sure that the boat has never 
sailed so badly as she did to-day. Why, 
we lost the race before we got outside the 
Narrows. It is true that for a time we 
were virtually becalmed, while the Vol- 
unteer was running under a full breeze." 


"Why did you make the short taofc that 


cost you so dearly at the beginning of the 
race, Captain?" 


"I stood in for the Lang Island ahore a 


short distance to look for more wind. 
I 


did not find It, and, consequently, had 
to go back on the port tack again." 


In conclusion Captain Barr said, that he 


hoped the excursion steamers and tug 
boats would show more consideration for 
the yacht in th'e next race, and give them 
a free wind and a clear sea. 


The belief still prevails among impar- 


tial observers that Captain Barr, when he 
made his short tack for the Long Island 
shore, had observed the Volunteer walking 
up on his weather quarter, and resorted to 
this expedient to escape a wet blanket. 
The belief also obtains that the alleged 
wonderful light weather qualities of the 
Thistle are mostly fiction, and that the 
Voluuteer can defeat her in any wind or 
any sea.

HEW YOBK, Sept. 26.-Within a stone's 


throw of Printing House square, in an odd 
corner of the second story of an old building, 
Icame across today a unique relic ot the

It was a collection, in scrapboofe 


shape, of the illustrated envelopes used 
throughout both the north and south during 
the eventful years of 186CMJ1-««B and 1864. 
The place where this odd work had lam hid- 
dln for I don't know how long is known as 
tho Literary Junk Shop. Its dust covered 
shelves and old, musty books tire a great at- 
traction to lovers of the odd and rare in liter- 
ature, and at almost any hour of the 
day you can find some old bookworm 
there, deeply engaged poring over its treas- 
ures. The collection is in three volumes, ana 
contains 1,500 envelopes. To a certain ex- 
tent the pictures form n consecutive history 
of the chief events of the war. 
They rango 


from grave to gay, highly colored and very 
sober; some are drawn with care, while others 
nro tho rudest of outline sketches. Naturally 
(lags and mottoes predominate and patriotic 
sentiments are the most numerous. Here Is

ward the Confessor. When the king arrived 
the gates were closed and tUo porter was too 
sound asleep to be easily roused. In attend- 
ance on Edward was the son of the E&rl of 
Devon. He war a gigantic but impatient 
young fellow. In wrath at the king being kept 
waiting, tho earl's son tors the iron work off 
the gates with his hands, broke it across his 
knee, forced open the gates themselves with, 
his foot, und, to give the king room enough 
to enter, set his back against the city 
wall and

within.

royal incident was tho birth in Ex- 
eter of Henrietta Anno, the lost child of 
Charles 1, born during the struggle between 
the king and the parliament, in 1044. The 
little princess was subsequently smuggled 
hence and ultimately out of the kingdom, dis- 
guised as a beggar. 


The little Exeter lady, says Dr. Doran, has 


left a name in history. She was tho Henri- 
etta d'Angleterre of French memoirs, the 
nymph of many swains, tho wife of the Duke 
of Orleans, the victim of a poisoned glass of 
chicory water and the subject of one of the 
finest funeral orations of Bossuet. But I 
must stop. There are memories enough clus- 
tering around Exeter to fill volumes, and as 
this is the closing letter ot the series, I must 
hasten on to other topics. It is a very inter- 
esting city, and one coulil spend many days 
there with profit. The Exonians havo re- 
cently built a new theatre, but it is not pa- 
tronized.

There was no one in 
the stalls; but the pit was fairly filled with 
soldiers, in their red coats,-and servant girls,
